which the finances of the United States would receive 
from the eftablifhment of a National Bank, paffed an 
ordinance to incorporate the fubfcribers for this pur- 
pofe, by the name, flile and title of The Prefident, 
Directors, and Company of the Bank of North America, 
and, by another act, did recommend the further pro- 
tection and fupport of the faid fubfcribers to the dif- 
ferent Legiflatures in the faid United States. 

Section 2, And whereas divers perfons, fubfcribers 
to the faid bank, in virtue of the faid ordinance and 
of divers ats of the Legiflatures of feveral‘of the faid 
United States, are at this time a fubfifting body po- 
litic, duly organifed, and poffeffing all the powers of 
4 corporation governed as well by the faid ordinance 
of the United States in Congrefs affembled, as by 
divers ordinances, by-laws and regulations by the faid 
corporation duly made and enacted, in purfuance of 
the powers in them vefted. And whereas the Prefi- 
dent, Directors, and Company of the Bank of North 
America, fo as aforefaid incorporated, have by their 
petition under their common feal to the Legiflacure 
of this ftate, prayed that they may have leave to bring 
ina bill, to be enacted into a law, to incorporate 
them in the fame manner as: their other acts of in- 
corporation have already eftablifhed them.
